BRITISH MUSEUM GETS 
ROTHSCHILD’S FLEAS 


Thousands of Bottled Specimens 
From Ends of Earth Compose 
World’s Greatest Collection. 





LONDON, Nov. 18.—The scientists of 
the Natural History Department of the 
British Museum are delighted at a re- 
markable bequest from the late Na- 
thaniel Rothschild in the form of the 
largest and most coiplete collection of 
fleas in the world. The collection com- 
prises several thousand specimens, each 
carefully preserved in a tiny bottle. 

Only a wealthy enthusfast could. ever 
have gathered such an exhibitibn, for 
no Government would’ be willing to 
spend the money which it cost Mr, 
Rothschild to gather this collection; and 


no. scientific institution could afford to tion 


do so. 

Mr. Rothschild often commissioned ex- 
ploring expeditions to find for him speci- 
mens of the fleas infesting certain ani- 
mals or birds in far parts of the world, 
and he {fs credited in press accounts of 
the bequest with having once financed 
an expedition targely for the purpose of 
obtaining the flea of the Arctic seal. 

Major Austen of the Insect Department 
of the Museum said the collection con- 
tained specimens of hearly all the dis- 
tinct kinds of fleas in the world and 
that it was particularly valuable for 
—— study of their disease-carrying prop- 
erties

Probably Has Fewer Than 
5,000 Members Among 
180,000 White Voters. 


PEOPLE ‘FAIRLY’ CONTENTED 


State Administrations Have Held 
Taxes Down and Residents 
Are Tolerant.

COLUMBIA, 8S. C.,. Nov. 18.—The 
most un-American State in the Union, 
as measured. by the Ku Klux Klan 
standard, ‘is South Carolina, Here in 
the State of nullification, Calhoun, the 
Butlers, Wade Hampton and Ben Till- 
man, the Klan is; absolut@ly impotent.

The gist 
of the situation, so far as this State is 
concerned, is that our people are fairly 
contented. We are coming out of the 
‘woods, and, that being so, we have been

In the meantime, however, the hun- 
ger strike agitators pursue their policy 
of .attacking the Government, playing

Cardinal Logue blew a fresh breeze 
into the controversy today by a, three- 
fold appeal.in a letter read at. mass 
throughout the archdiocese of Afmagh.

Larger Exports. and Iniports- in 
October Indicate Better

very large conclusions. Imports at. 
£99,900,000 were the largest since Janu- 
ary, 1921, exceeding September by £16,- 
600,000 and October of last year by 
nearly £15,000,000. This expansion was 
made up of £6,000,000 increase in food- 
stuffs, £4,500,000 in raw. materials and 
£4,000,000 in manufactured articles. , Im- 
port of raw cotton increased £4,643,000, 
quantity and price both being materially 
higher. 

During the ménth the United States 
sent us 1,244,000 centals of cotton, val- 
ued at £8,637,200, as against 821,600 
centals, valued at £5,031,700 in the same 
month last year, which should indicate 
better home trade. During the ten 
months to date, however, cotton imports 
from America were pvelow last year, 
footing up 4,130,400 centals, valued at 
’ £28,126,200, as against 6,717,000 centals, 
valued at £35,868,200 im 1922. The 
month’s increased export trade was it- 
self encouraging; it was £10,500,000 
above September and_ £13,750,000 above 
October, 1922. Coal shipments to the 
Continent bulked largely in this export 
showing. Germany bought £1,483,000 
worth of coal in the month, as against 
£966,000 in September, and France 
bought £2,109,000, against £1,356,000. 

The month's total surplus imports was 
£17,444,000, against £11,318,000 in Sep- 
tember and £16,338,000 a year ago. The 
figures now available for the first nine 
months of 1923 shéw that English im- 
ports from the Wnited ’States during 
that period were £141,200,000, as against

Crowds of women, unable to enter, 
surged and beat at the doors of St 
Mark’s-in-the-Bouwerie, 232 East Tenth 
Street, yesterday afternoon. while inside 
the building. which was peryaded with 
the odors of incense and at times in 
complete darkness or half-illuminated 
with colored lights,.the Rev. Dr. Wil- 
liam Norman Guthrie rendered a 
rhythmic ‘sculptural oratorio: upon the 
theme of the birth and progress of the 
human soul, 

This consisted of a reading by the 
rector of an account of the story of 
God and Satan, Adam and Eve, ac- 
companied by pictures on the screen 
of notable sculptures by ancient and 
modern masters. and by interpretative 
dances performed by four young women 
in flowing: blue robes on a specially 
erected platform. 

During the service several women were 
carried out half-fainting. Whether their 
condition was due to the atmosphere of 
the church, which was crowded, or. 
whether they were overcome by religious 
ecstasy provoked by the service, it was 
impossible to say. 

Yesterday’s service was a continuation 
of the St Nicholastide festival of 1922, 
when, under the auspices of Dr. Guthrie, 
a rhythmic pictorial oratorio, consisting

Dr. Guthrie main- 
tained at the time that a continuous re- 
ligious process could be set and main- 
tained’in motion to one climax by the 
co-operation of these several arts. 


Dr. Guthrie Explains His Idea. 


The preacher explained yesterday that 
sculpture lacked movement, and that 
only one idea at a time could be pre- 
sented.. The question then arose, he 
said, whether a series of masterpieces 
presented in the right psychological or- 
der gave support to a continuous irit- 
ual progress. Can ‘verbal parallels’’ 
and ‘‘music” incorporated with dancing 
compel deeper thought and more perfect 
assimilation ‘in plastic suggestions, he 
questioned. He declared that the dance 
renders livingly mobile the spiritual 
process imagined and started by the im- 
mobile plastic Image that has been lib- 
erated from matter or ‘‘enaurcoled “s 
with an aura, or atmosphere of mood by 
the music.” 

The representation of Birth and_ Prog- 
ress of the Human Soul ‘was divided 
into a prologue with three movements:

of the pictures fitted in with the 
preacher’s narrative. The congregation 
was noticeably impressed when the 
building remained —— dark for. 
a considerable period before the entrance 
of the four dancers. 

Suddenly the curtains were drawn 
apart on each side of the screen, and in 
the dim light could be seen the motion- 
less forms of the dancers. 
illuminations were switched on, 
four young Women were revealed in 
flowing robés, girdled at the centre.
